DURING  THE  1998  ACADEMIC  YEAR,  1,272  STUDENTS  COMPLETED 
degree  requirements:  161  J.D.  degrees,  452  Masters,  and  659  Bache- 
lors. On  May  22  and  23,  1999,  the  College  conferred  degrees  upon 
these  graduates  at  three  separate  ceremonies:  one  for  graduates  of 
the  School  of  Law,  one  for  full-time  undergraduate  students  held  at  the  Alum- 
ni Healthful  Living  Center  and  a  first-time  ceremony  for  non-traditional  stu- 
dents also  held  on  campus.  This  latter  group  consisted  of  students  earning 
Masters  and  Bachelors  degrees  from  the  College's  Continuing  Education  Pro- 
grams and  from  its  Off-Campus  Programs  at  20  locations  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.

Students  are  demonstrating  the  extent  to  which  they  value  the  institu- 
tion, its  faculty,  and  its  programs  by  choosing  to  resume  study  at  our  College.

professor  DanTurco  '94/G'95  is  a  man  with  a  mission.  A  mission  to 
improve  the  lives  ot  the  people  in  his  family.  But  toTurco,  his  "fam- 
ily" extends  beyond  his  two  sons  who  share  his  Andover  home. 
Turco's  family  includes  his  brothers  and  sisters  in  unitorm  and  the 
community  at  Western  New  England  College.  So  tar,  on  all  fronts, 
his  mission  has  been  a  success. 

When  Trooper  Turco  first  entered  the  Off-Campus  Law 
Enforcement  program  at  Western  New  England  College  in  1992,  he  never 
could  have  foreseen  where  his  education  would  lead.  Like  many  Massachusetts 
law  enforcement  officers,  Turco  sought  to  obtain  his  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Law 
Enforcement  degree  to  advance  his  career  and  take  advantage  of  the  Quinn  Bill,  a  salary 
incentive  program  offered  by  the  Commonwealth  to  law  enforcement  personnel  who 
enhance  their  formal  education. 

Although  he  hadn't  been  inside  a  classroom  for  over  20  years,  the  Boston-based 
trooper  did  his  homework  right  from  the  start.  He  recalled,  "I  wanted  a  degree  with 
credibility.  I  talked  to  three  or  four  colleges  about  their  programs  and  spoke  to  people 
who  had  been  through  them.  The  consensus  was  that  Western  New  England  College 
had  the  best  program  out  there." 

Turco  credits  three  members  of  the      "Jhe  COnSeHSUS  WaS  that  WeStem 

off-campus  faculty  with  helping  him 
make  his  college  selection  and  easing 
the  transition  from  law  enforcement 
professional  by  day  to  undergraduate 

student  by  night.  "Three  teachers  that  come  immediately  to  mind  as  legends  are  Gerry 
TuUy,  Dave  Flesche  andVinnie  Falcone.  They  were  very  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  adults. 
It's  a  very  difficult  process  to  go  back  to  school  after  20  years.  It's  very  intimidating. They 
have  an  understanding  of  the  workload  you  have  working  a  full-time  job  and  then 
going  to  school  for  four  hours,"  Turco  explained. 

Off-campus  studies  could  find  Turco  in  any  number  of  locations  in  the  greater  Boston 
area  on  a  given  school  night.  Western  New  England  College  offers  over  20  locations  across 
the  state,  heavily  concentrated  in  the  east.  The  administrative  facilities  are  located  m  Woburn 
under  the  direction  of  Doug  Kenyon.  Offering  both  a  bachelor's  in  law  enforcement  and  a 
master's  in  criminal  justice  admimstration,  the  College  is  one  of  only  three  institutions 
recently  recommended  by  the  Boston  Pohce  Patrolman's  Association  to  its  members.

Turco  completed  his  undergraduate 
degree  in  just  three  years,  earning  his 
bachelor's  degree  m  1994.  But  he  was 
hooked.  He  said,  "l  immediately  went 
into  the  masters  program.  Once  you

have  the  mindset,  you  can't  stop.  I 
think  a  lot  of  people  make  the  mistake 
ot  taking  some  time  off  and  it's  that 
much  more  difficult  to  get  motivated 
again,  so  I  just  continued  to  march." 

That  same  year,  Turco  became  a 
union  representative  of  the  State 
Police  Association   of  Massachusetts. 


He  sights  coursework  m  "Union 
Negotiations"  as  giving  him  the  neces- 
sary preparation  to  take  on  this  new 
challenge.  He  also  belie\'es  that  the 
interaction  with  other  law  enforce- 
ment professionals  was  invaluable  in 
providing  the  broacler  understanding 
needed  by  a  union  representative. 
Turco  says  the  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  Law 
Enforcement  pro- 
gram, "gives  you 
real  interaction  with 
other  pohce  officers 
from  other  commu- 
nities and  other  cities  and  towns. That's 
a  big  benefit." 

Since  1994.  Trooper  Turco  has 
served  as  an  Executive  Board  Member. 
Affirmativ'e  Action  Committee  Chair, 
and  Legislative  Committee  Chair.  He 
represents  500  officers  across  the  state  in 
22  sections  including  the  air  wing, 
canine  unit,  marine  unit,  registry  func- 


tions, accident  reconstructionist,  truck 
team,  and  DARE.  His  duties  sometimes 
require  him  to  speak  before  committees 
at  the  Capitol,  a  group,  he  jokes  can 
otten  be  less  intimidating  than  the  fel- 
low officers  he  encounters  as  an  adjunct 
professc:)r. 

The  opportunity'  to  teach  at  Western 
New  England  College  came  to  Turco  in 
1995 — just  as  he  was  about  to  leave 
with  his  Master  of  Science  in  Criminal 
Justice  Administration.  The  College  had 
become  an  integral  part  ofTurco's  hfe 
and  now  he  could  become  a  part  of  the 
College.  Doug  Kenyon,  administrative 
director  of  the  CoOege's  Off-Campus 
Programs,  approached  Turco  about 
becoming  an  instructor.  With  a  growing 
appreciation  for  the  CoUege  and  its  pro- 
grams, Turco  readily  signed  on. 

Commenting  on  his  strong  ties  to 
the  institution,  Turco  said,  "It's  a  great 
family.  And  once  you're  in  the  family, 
you  don't  want  to  get  out.  Initially,

where  I  gamed  a  lot  of  enthusiasm  was 
right  before  I  began  teaching,  when  I 
met  Dr.  Caprio.  He's  just  a  down-to- 
earth  type  of  guy  who  made  me  teel 
comfortable.  I've  never  called  him  when 
he  hasn't  taken  the  phone  call.  Jane 
Albert  (vice  president  for  advancement 
and  marketing)  is  a  combination  of 
street  sense  and  no-nonsense,  'get  the 
job  done'  type  of  person.  And  that's 
what  I  Hke  about  talking  to  her.  I  just 
love  the  family;  I  love  the  community.  I 
can't  imagine  being  anywhere  but  at 
Western  New  England  College." 

EXPANDING  THE  WESTERN  NEW 
ENGLAND  COLLEGE  FAMILY. 

Fueled  by  that  enthusiasm.  Professor 
Turco  began  a  one-man  campaign  to 
bring  fellow  law  enforcement  officers 
into  the  Western  New  England  College 
fold;  both  as  students  and  instructors. 
Turco  estimates,  "I  probably  have 
solicited  and  brought  into  the  program 
30  professors.  I'll  come  across  somebody 
and  say  to  myself, 'This  would  really  add 
to  the  program,'  like  the  Colonel  of  the 
state  police,  John  DiFava,  or  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Police  Chief's  Association, 
Ed  Merrick.  I'll  call  up  Doug  Kenyon 
and  say,  'Listen,  I  have  a  great  candidate 
here,'  and  they'll  connect  and  we'll  start 
the  process  in  motion.  I  think  our 
strength  in  off-campus  really  comes 
from  developing  a  faculty  of  profession- 
al yet  very  human,  very  real  people,  fel- 
low criminal  justice  professionals  who 
understand  what  the  students  go 
through.  People  who  have  the  same  life 
experience." 

After  convincing  Jerry  Flynn  '97,  the 
national  vice  president  of  the  Interna- 
tional Brotherhood  of  Police  Officers 
(IBPO)  union  to  become  a  Western 
New  England  College  instructor,  the 
two  helped  Doug  Kenyon  to  open  up  a 
new  location  in  Lowell,  MA.  In  1998, 
Turco  and  Flynn  were  recognized  by 
the  Lowell  Police  Union  with  an  award 
for  their  efforts. 

Wherever  they  study.  Professor 
Turco  sees  his  responsibility  to  his

students  as  preparing  tlieni  to  make  the 
most  of  their  careers  as  law  enforce- 
ment officers  and  beyond. 

"It's  rewarding  to  take  people  that 
are  not  ni  the  program  and  brmg  them 
down  to  the  Otf-Campus  Programs  at 
the  Woburn  admmistrative  office.  They 
have  such  a  great  support  staff  there  - 
people  like  Eddie  Valenzuela.  Shannon 
Anderson,  and  Chris  Tarbox.  They've 
been  aroimd  and  they  know  how  to 
treat  police  officers. 

Recently,  I  encountered  an  officer 
in  his  late  '3()s  who  has  nine  children. 
He  had  never  been  able  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  Quinn  Bill  due  to  his  obhg- 
ations.  Because  he  was  in  the  air  wing. 
I  knew  he  had  enough  4()-hour  cours- 
es (flight  courses,  army  training,  etc.) 
already  that  when  combined  with 
some  courses  from  Western  New  Eng- 
land College,  would  qualify  him  for  the 
10%  pay  increase.  I'm  sure  he  could  use 
it  with  a  family  that  size.  That's  what's 
nice  when  you  can  change  people's 
lives,"  said  Turco. 

ADVANCED  LAW  ENFORCEMENT 
DEGREES  VALUED  IN  THE 
PRIVATE  SECTOR. 

Today,  the  careers  of  law  enforcement 
officers  are  increasingly  shorter  due  to 
the  trend  of  early  retirement.  Turco 
feels  an  obligation  to  prepare  his  stu- 
dents for  the  second  part  of  their  pro- 
fessional lives  that  will  be  spent  in  the 
private  sector.  He  sees  higher  educa- 
tion as  N'ital  in  making  that  transition. 


"The  ciegree  enhances  your  ability 
for  promotions.  But  in  addition  to  that, 
I  try  to  prepare  students  for  when  they 
leave  the  job.  We  can  leave  the  job  at 
such  an  early  age  now  —  after  just  20 
or  25  years.  Just  in  the  state  police,  you 
have  over  2,300  people  and  they're 
leaving  at  a  very  young  age.  So  I  try  to 
prepare  them  for  the  private  sector. 
The  private  sector  loves  to  get  educat- 
ed police  officers  with  the  e.xperience 
and  an  administrative  degree.  There's  a 
lot  of  opportunity"  out  there  in  areas 
like  corporate  security,  especially  with 
a  master's  degree.  I  can't  emphasize  that 
enough  to  my  undergrad  students." 

Professor  Turco  cautions  law 
enforcement  students  that  the  business 
world  is  not  the  same  as  the  world  they 
come  from.  There,  education  becomes 
a  predominant  factor.  "In  the  private 
sector,  you're  not  dealing  with  other 
law  enforcement  people  who  might  say 
this  person  has  a  great  history.  They  set 
minimum  standards  and  the\'  want  you 
to  have  a  master's,"  he  said. 

Today,  Professor  Turco  is  currently 
teaching  both  undergraduate  and  grad- 
uate courses  through  OfF-Campus  Pro- 
grams including  undergraduate  crimi- 
nal justice  and  securit\-  courses  and  a 
graduate  budgeting  and  finance  course. 

Dan  Turco  came  to  the  College  to 
get  a  degree,  stayed  for  a  second  one, 
and  gained  unexpected  rewards  and 
opportunities  in  the  process.  Nearly 
nine  years  after  joining  his  Western 
New  England  College  "family"  he  had 
this  to  say.  "I  think  it's  all  about  taking 
care  of  the  people  in  your  family.  It's 
such  a  great  opportunity  to  actually  be 
able  to  improve  the  qualirv'  of  people's 
lives.  We  already  have  the  bond  and  the 
fVaternirv"  of  being  police  officers,  but 
most  of  us  didn't  have  any  educatitin. 
so  now  that's  another  bond  that  con- 
nects  us."

Western  New  England  College  alumnus, 
former  instructor,  and  trustee  Brian  Tre- 
lease '67/G71  had  intended  to  join  the 
marines,  not  attend  college  after  high 
school.  While  working  at  Springfield's 
Union  Market  that  summer,  his  boss,  Sid 
Solomon,  convinced  him  that  night  cours- 
es at  the  College  offered  him  a  brighter 
future. The  marine's  loss  was  the  College's 
gain. 

Today,  Trelease  is  president  of  D.J.  St.  Ger- 
main, an  investment  firm  with  approxi- 
mately $700  million  dollars  under  man- 
agement. 

"When  I  started.'Trelease  recalled,"Classes 
were  up  on  Chestnut  Street  at  the  old 
YMCA.  There  were  apartment  buildings 
right  next  to  us  and  you  could  hear  the 
babies  crying.  You  had  just  worked  a  12- 
hour  day  and  knew  you  had  another  one 
tomorrow.  You  had  to  stay  focused  and 
motivated.  The  atmosphere  there — your 
fellow  students,  colleagues,  and  the  facul- 
ty— helped  to  create  an  energy.  Because 
most  students  were  older  and  on  their 
own,  it  was  a  very  motivated  group." 
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While  working  and  raising  a  family,  Tre- 
lease  stayed  on  to  earn  his  MBA  and  was 
originally  hired  by  D.J.  St.  Germain  as  a 
research  analyst  trainee.  To  give  back  to 
the  institution  for  what  it  had  given  him, 
he  remained  at  the  College  1 2  more  years, 
teaching  undergraduate  and  graduate 
business  courses.  Of  his  early  studies,  he 
recalled,"l  cherish  those  days,  as  difficult  as 
they  were.  I'm  glad  I  did  it  that  way  and  I'm 
glad  I  went  to  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege. It  gives  one  the  opportunity  to 
accomplish  the  American  Dream. Then  the 
rest  is  up  to  the  individual."  To  provide 
those  same  opportunities  for  others,  he 
has  established  the  Brian  P.Trelease  merit 
scholarship  for  business  students.

Walter  Hojnowski  '88/G'94  has  used  his 
Western  New  England  College  education 
to  remain  current  amid  the  rapidly  chang- 
ing landscape  of  technology.  He  has  found 
the  College  to  offer  both  the  technical 
training  he  needed  to  succeed  in  electrical 
engineering  and  the  business  curriculum 
to  propel  him  to  the  next  level. 

After  earning  his  BS  in  1988,  Hojnowski 
went  to  work  for  Hamilton  Standard,  now 
Hamilton  Sundstrand,  where  he  currently 


serves  as  an  electrical  designer  in  environ- 
mental controls.  Through  the  company's 
education  assistance  program,  he 
returned  to  the  School  of  Engineering  to 
pursue  his  graduate  degree. 

"I  had  the  option  of  also  going  to  a  gradu- 
ate school  in  Hartford,  where  a  lot  of  my 
coworkers  were  going,  but  I  realized  some 
of  the  course  material  there  didn't  really 
appeal  to  me.

COLLEGE  PURCHASES 
LAND  IN  SUPPORT  OF 
ITS  STRATEGIC  PLAN 

Western  New  England  College 
has  purchased  23  acres  of 
undeveloped  land  contiguous 
to  its  main  campus  at  a  cost  of  $1 .1  million 
from  the  Diocese  of  Springfield.  The  new 
land  will  now  provide  direct  access  to 
Plumtree  Road  and  increase  the  total  cam- 
pus size  to  215  acres. 

This  acquisition  supports  the  College's 
Strategic  Plan  that  ensures  that  campus 
facilities  will  continue  to  meet  the  needs 
of  its  growing  student  body.  Long-term 
use  of  the  land  is  undetermined  at  present 
and  will  not  be  decided  until  the  institu- 
tion's master  facilities  plan  is  developed 
and  approved. 

Commenting  on  the  purchase  of  the 
land,  Dr.  Anthony  S.  Caprio,  president  of 
the  College,  said,  "Western  New  England 
College  will  practice  controlled  and 
planned  growth.  This  acquisition  of  land 
contiguous  to  the  College  is  important  to 
our  future  as  we  continue  to  advance  this 
outstanding  institution." 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  an 
increased  student  demand  for  the  institu- 
tion that  has  resulted  in  the  largest  appli- 
cant pool  in  the  history  of  the  College. 
Also,  the  need  for  additional  living 
accommodations  for  students  resulted  in 
an  announcement  one  year  ago  by  Dr. 
Caprio  of  the  groundbreaking  for  the  new 
Residential  Living  and  Learning  Center, 
which  will  house  150  more  students 
beginning  this  fall. This  Center  will  be  an 
important  resource  that  supports  the 
College's  emphasis  upon  learning  beyond 
the  classroom.  iVl

NEW  STUDENTS' FIRST 
ASSIGNMENT 
EMBRACES  ENTIRE 
CAMPUS 

For  the  first  time,  employees  from  all 
areas  of  the  College  will  participate  in 
the  "Summer  Reading  Assign- 
ment" as  part  of  the  First  Year 
Seminar,  a  two-credit  course 
designed  to  introduce  new  stu- 
dents to  college  life  in  general 
and  Western  New  Englanci  Col- 
lege in  particular.  They  will  serve 
as  discussion  leaders  for  one  of 
four  books  chosen  for  the  pro- 
gram. Even  President  Caprio  has 
gotten  into  the  spirit,  volunteer- 
ing to  lead  one  of  the  approxi- 
mately 60-70  groups  that  will 
form  in  late  September.  Group 
leaders  will  not  grade  students, 
but  simply  record  their  presence 
and  participation,  as  well  as  lead 
the  discussion  itself. 

Over  the  summer,  each 
incoming  freshman  will  read  a  book  of 
their  choice  from  a  list  of  four  chosen 
by  the  Lecture  2000  Committee.  The 
first  day  of  classes  is  the  deadline  for  a 
writing  assignment  based  on  the  read- 
ing with  the  discussion  groups  to  fol- 


low shortly  thereafter. 

Although  the  Summer  Reading 
Assignment  itself  is  not  new,  the  idea  of 
opening  the  discussion  group  leader- 
ship to  all  members  of  the  College  is. 
"I'm  excited  about  it  because  it  brings 
all  of  us — fiiculty,  administrative  statT, 
classified  staff — everyone — together  all 
because  we're  stimulated  about  some 
ideas  we've  read  about,"  says  Ted  Zern, 
dean  of  freshman  and  transfer  students 
at  the  College.  "It  symbolizes  the  fact 
that  a  college  campus  is  first  and  fore- 
most a  community  of  ideas  and  intel- 
lectual exchange.  Expanding  the  Sum- 
mer Reading  Assignment  into  a  com- 
munity event  reflects  that  symbolism.  It 
allows  us  as  a  community  to  be  in 
common  discussion  about  ideas." 

The  books  are  The  Story  of  American 
Freedom  by  Eric  Foner,  a  look  at  the 
changing  concept  of  "freedom" — or 
the  lack  thereof — in  America  through- 
out its  history;  The  Motley  Fool  Invest- 
ment Workbook  by  David  and  Tom 
Gardner,  a  guide  for  those  unfamiliar 
with  personal  investing;  Why  Are  all  the 
Black  Children  Sitting  Together  in  the 
Cafeteria?  by  Beverly  Tatum,  a  book 
that  examines  numerous  issues  that 
confront  students  and  employees  of  all 
heritages  and  was  written  by  a  nation- 
ally recognized  authority  on  race  rela- 
tions particularly  in  educational  insti- 
tutions; and  The  Transparent  Society:  Will 
Technology  Force  Us  to  Choose  Between 
Privacy  and  Freedom?  by  David  Brin.  Is 
surveillance  technology  in  the  hands  of 
too  many  or  too  few?  Brin's  answers 
are  sure  to  generate  a  lot  of  ciebate. 

"Each  one  of  these  books  relates  to 
our  future  as  a  society,"  Zern  notes,  "and 
they  engage  the  students  who  are  going 
to  be  our  future  in  a  discussion  of  what 
our  future  might  look  like.  They  were 
chosen  from  dozens  that  the  Lecture

Wendy  Davis  is 
the  New  Women's 
Hoop  Coach 

Wendy  Davis,  an  outstanding  player 
and  graduate  of  the  University  ot  Con- 
necticut, was  recently  named  as  the 
new  women's  basketball  coach  at  West- 
ern New  England  College.  Davis  will 
be  the  first  fijll-time  women's  basket- 
ball coach  at  Western  New  England 
College  since  the  1988-89  season. 

"We  conducted  an  extensive  search 
that  produced  several  highly-qualified 
candidates,"  said  athletic  director  Dr. 
Michael  Theulen.  "The  search  commit- 
tee felt  that  Wendy  was  the  best  choice 
for  us  and  would  bring  many  excellent 
qualities  to  the  Western  New  England 
College  athletic  family  beyond  her  bas- 
ketball knowledge  and  experience." 

Davis,  from  Birdsboro,  PA,  is  fifth 
all-time  in  scoring  at  the  University  of 
Connecticut  with  1,552  points.  She  is 
first  all-time  in  three-point  field  goal 
percentage,  and  three  pointers  made. 
She  was  a  two-time  All  Big  East  All 
Star,  and  was  named  the  Big  East 
Scholar  Athlete  of  the  Year  her  senior 
season.  She  was  also  twice  named  to 
the  GTE  College  Sports  Information 
Directors  of  America  (CoSIDA)  Acad- 
emic All-America  Team. 

"There  is  a  renewed  sense  of  com- 
mitment and  pride  in  athletics  at  West- 
ern New  England  College,"  said  Davis, 
"which  makes  it  a  great  time  to  be  part 
of  the  athletic  staff.  I  am  very  excited 
about  the  opportunity  to  coach  the 
women's  basketball  team." 

This  will  be  the  first  head  coaching 
position  for  Davis,  who  served  for  a  year 
as  an  assistant  coach  at  the  University  of 
Connecticut  under  Geno  Auriemma. 

"Without  a  doubt  this  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  Wendy,"  said  Auriemma.

"I  want  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  to  be  mentioned  when 
people  are  naming  Division  3  power- 
houses in  New  England.  Furthermore,  I 
want  the  female  athletes  that  I  coach  to 
be  as  successful  as  possible  in  the  class- 
room, on  the  court,  and  in  life  itself." 

20-Win  Season 
for  Baseball 
Highlights  Spring 
Sports  Season 

The  Western  New  England  College 
baseball  team  won  six  of  its  final  seven 
games  to  finish  with  a  20- 1 1  record,  the 
best  mark  for  the  team  since  the  1987 


season. The  Golden  Bears  put  the  excla- 
mation point  on  their  season  by  defeat- 
ing Babson  in  the  final  game  of  the  year, 
14-13  in  15  innings.  Senior  Todd  Wat- 
son (Framingham,  MA)  pitched  seven 
innings  of  scoreless  relief  to  earn  the 
victory.  The  15  innings  made  it  the 
longest  game  in  school  history. 

Watson,  who  made  just  his  second 
pitching  appearance  of  the  year  in  the 
final  game,  had  the  best  season  of  his 
four-year  career.  He  hit  an  impressive 
.425  while  leading  the  team  in  hits  (48) 
and  setting  a  new  single-season  record 
with  40  RBI.  At  the  end  of  the  season 
he  was  named  the  team's  Most  Valuable 
Player  at  the  spring  sports  banquet. 

Freshman  shortstop  Andy  Jolicouer 
(Easthampton,  MA)  had  a  strong  rook- 
ie season,  hitting  .377.  Sophomore 
Derek  Higgins  (Waltham,  MA)  sur- 
prised all  with  a  .349  average,  five 
home  runs  and  32  RBI.  He  also  led  the 
team  in  runs  scored  with  235. 

Junior  Pat  Sheehan  (East  Lyme,  CT) 
was  the  most  consistent  of  all  the  West- 
ern New  England  College  pitchers  this 
season.  He  finished  the  year  with  a 
spotless  4-0  record,  and  a  team  best 
3.00  earned  run  average.  Sophomore 
Kyle  Snurkowski  (Griswold,  CT)  also 
had  four  wins  on  the  mound  and  led 
the  team  in  strikeouts.  When  he  wasn't 
pitching,  Snurkowski  played  third  base 
and  finished  the  year  with  a  .344  bat- 
ting average,  five  homers,  and  31  RBI. 

The  Softball  team  got  off  to  a  slow 
start,  but  rebounded  to  finish  with  a  16- 
18  record,  just  missing  a  .500  season 
with  a  tough  5-4  extra-inning  loss  the 
final  day  of  the  season.  Junior  short- 
stop/pitcher Jackie  Hicks  (Shelburne 
Falls,  MA)  was  named  the  team's  Most 
Valuable  Player  at  the  sports  banquet 
after  finishing  the  year  with  a  .333  bat- 
ting average,  while  leading  the  team  in 
RBI  (29),  triples  (4)  and  home  runs  (4). 
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Sophomore  Ken  Brown  pitches  during  a  home  game. 

Senior  Jamie  Barras  (Avon,  NJ)  put 
the  cap  on  a  stellar  career  by  hitting  .326 
and  playing  an  almost  flawless  first  base. 
Freshman  Kate  Farry  (Pittsfield,  MA) 
was  a  pleasant  surprise,  hitting  .318  and 
finishing  second  on  the  team  in  RBI. 

Freshman  Jem  Pernaa  (Ashby,  MA) 
was  impressive  at  the  plate  and  on  the 
mound  for  the  Golden  Bears.  She  fin- 
ished the  year  with  a  1 11-4  record  and 
3.81  ERA  on  the  mound,  but  she  also 
led  the  team  in  batting  with  a  solid 
.398  batting  average.  Freshman  Erm 
Wolf  (East  Hampton,  CT)  put  on  an 
incredible  hitting  display  the  final  two 
weeks  of  the  season  to  tlnish  with  a 
.351  batting  average.  In  the  final  game 
of  the  vear,  a  12-6  win  o\  er  fohnson  &' 


Wales,  she  belted  two  long  home 
runs  over  the  left  field  fence. 

The  men's  lacrosse  team 
played  its  most  ambitious  sched- 
ule ever  and  made  an  excellent 
accounting  of  itself,  finishing 
with  a  7-8  record  and  missing  the 
Pilgrim  League  playoffs  in  a  tie 
breaker.  The  team  took  on  some 
perennial  national  powers  like 
Greensboro  College,  Lynchburg 
College,  Pace  University,  and 
Colorado  College. 

Senior  PJ  Wicker  (New  Windsor. 
NY),  the  most  prolific  goal  scorer  in 
school  history,  closed  his  career  by 
pouring  in  35  goals  and  adding  15 
assists.  His  177  career  goals  and  224 
career  points  are  a  mark  that  may  never 
be  equaled  at  WNEC. 

Junior  Tom  Nolan  (Pittsfield.  MA) 
was  second  on  the  team  in  scoring 
with  29  goals  and  16  assists.  Freshman 
Bill  Locher  (Yorktown,  NY)  finished 
third  with  an  impressive  30  goals  and 
eight  assists. 

Sophomore  goalie  Jared  Barringer 
(Troy,  NY)  was  perhaps  the  most 
impressive  player  on  the  field  all  season 
for  the  Golden  Bears.  He  had  a  7-5 


record  between  the  pipes,  but  more 
importandy,  he  single-handedly  kept 
WNEC  in  games  against  some  lacrosse 
powerhouses  in  the  country. 

The  women's  lacrosse  team  finished 
the  year  with  a  5-8  record,  the  most 
wins  it  has  posted  in  its  three-year  exis- 
tence. Senior  Kristin  Kitselman  (River- 
side, CT)  led  the  team  in  goals  with  27, 
while  junior  Megan  Delvecchio 
(Woodbridge,  CT)  led  the  team  in  total 
points  with  19  goals  and  nine  assists. 
Freshman  Joyce  Neilson  (Salisbury, 
CT)  also  had  a  strong  year  with  19 
goals  and  t'lve  assists. 

Sophomore  goalie  Kathleen  Reed 
(Cambridge,  NY)  was  very  impressive 
all  season,  stopping  over  60  percent  of 
the  shots  on  goal.  She  made  an  incred- 
ible 50  saves  in  one  game  against  the 
University  of  New  England. 

The  men's  tennis  team  finishecd 
with  a  9-4  record,  their  best  mark  in 
five  years.  Bryan  Hanson  (Wantagh, 
NY)  played  number  one  singles  and 
doubles  and  finished  the  year  with  a 
verv  impressive  22-2  record.

For  the  first  time  m  the  history  ot 
the  College,  non-traditional, 
graduate,  and  off-campus  students 
were  awarded  their  diplomas  at  an 
independent  ceremony  held  on 
Sunday,  May  23,  1999,  at  the  Alumni 
Healthful  Living  Center  on  the  College's 
main  campus  in  Springfield. 

The  continued  growth  of  the  grad- 
uate and  non-traditional  programs 
drove  the  decision  to  ofter  a  separate 
event  from  the  Springfield  undergrad- 
uate population,  similar  to  ceremonies 
held  for  the  School  of  Law.  It  provided 
students  and  their  families  with  the 
opportunity  to  honor  their  achieve- 
ments in  a  more  intimate  gathering 
held  in  the  heart  of  the  main  campus. 
Approximately  70  students  received 
their  bachelor's  degrees  and  approxi- 
mately 160  received  their  master's 
degrees  from  the  Schools  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  Business,  and  Engineering.

Summer  is  a  time  for  rest  and  relaxation, 
but  not  if  you  are  the  new  interim  dean  of 
the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Its  a  time 
tor  finding  out  where  the  School  has  been 
and  where  it's  headed. 

At  the  Honors  Convocation  in  the 
spring,  the  Excellence  in  Teaching  award 
was  presented  to  Ted  Johnson-South,  asso- 
ciate professor  ot  history.  He  was  recognized  for  his  outstanding 
work  with  students  in  the  classroom.  Professor  Johnson-South 
was  selected  from  an  impressive  group  of  nominees  from  the 
three  undergraduate  schools. 

In  terms  of  programs,  we  have  experienced  rapid  growth  in 
our  Teacher  Education  program  and  we  are  taking  steps  to  deal 
with  concerns  regarding  state-mandated  teacher  testing.  We  are 
devoting  more  attention  to  the  Honors  Program,  especially  in 
the  freshman  year.  There  wOl  be  a  new  honors  course  in  fresh- 
man composition  called  "Great  Ideas  "  which  we  think  will  be  a 
good  starting  point  for  the  program. 

We  have  inaugurated  a  program  with  Dean  College  in 

Franklin,  MA,  which  is 
unique.  Graduates  of  Dean 
College  (a  two-year  col- 
lege) go  on  to  complete 
their  course  work  on  the 
Dean  campus  as  Western 
New  England  College 
students.  Our  faculty-  will 
teach  the  courses  that  fulfill  our  requirements  and  students  will 
be  able  to  obtain  a  baccalaureate  degree  from  Western  New  Eng- 
land College.  At  present  the  program  is  relatively  small,  with 
majors  in  liberal  studies  and  criminal  justice.  We  see  this  as  a  pro- 
gram with  great  potential. 

One  of  our  goals  for  the  1999-2000  academic  year  is  to  begin 
the  process  of  implementing  Western  New  England  College "s 
Strategic  Plan.  Because  of  the  wide  range  of  disciplines  in  our 
School,  we  are  likely  to  be  at  the  center  of  the  efibrt  to  increase 
collaboration  and  create  synergies  among  the  Schools  at  the  Col- 
lege. We  have  worked  with  the  School  of  Business  to  create  four 
courses  for  their  "Connections"  pilot  program  that  will  begin  in 
the  fall  of  1999.

They  can  attend  on  weekends  and  complete  the 
program  in  one  year  or  attend  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings 
and  complete  the  program  in  18  months.  Students  stay  together 
as  a  class  throughout  these  programs.  Both  begin  on  October  1. 
If  they  prefer,  students  can  still  choose  to  attend  the  program  that 
has  served  many  of  you  well  over  the  years  and  select  from  a  vari- 
ety' of  courses  and  si.x  concentrations  to  complete  the  MBA  at 
their  own  pace. 

In  addition,  we  offer  a  Master  of  Science  in  Accounting,  a  Mas- 
ter ot  Science  in  Information  Systems,  and  a  Master  of  Science  in 
Criminal  Justice  Administration.

Spring  is  the  time  many  engi- 
neering students  complete  their 
Senior  Design  Projects  which 
continue  to  be  outstanding  expe-

year  we  had  many  industry  sponsored  projects,  including  com- 
panies such  as  Surgical  Navigation  Technologies,  American  Saw 
and  Manufacturing,  Husky  Injection  Molding,  UTC-Hamilton 
Sundstrand,  Northeast  Utilities,  Springfield  Wire,  Omniglow 
Corporation,  Schriners"  Hospital,  and  The  Northeast  Center  for 
Telecommunications  Technology.  The  projects  covered  the  spec- 
trum from  designing  a  variable  stillness  shock  absorber  for  pros- 
thetic limbs  to  the  design  of  a  universal  interface  tor  interactive, 
image-guided  surgery;  and  from  the  sizing  of  step  down  trans- 
formers in  power  distribution  system  design  to  manufacturing 
cell  design  tor  productivity  improvement. 

The  Second  Annual  Applied  Engineering  Symposium  was  a 
great  success.  In  addition  to  the  technical  seminars  given  by  fac- 
ulty, two  talks  were  given  by  School  ot  Engineering  alumni. 
Richard  Lanier  (BSME  '72)  gave  a  presentation  entitled  "Strate- 
gies to  Substantially  Reduce  Waste  Streams  in  the  Pursuit  of  a 
Zero-Discharge  Operation."  Keith  Oilman  (BSME  '84)  and  a 
registered  patent  attorney  provided  information  on  protecting 
innovations  in  his  presentation  entitled  "Patents  &  Trademarks: 
What  every  Innovator  Should  Know."  The  Symposium  provides 
a  great  opportunity  for  practicing  professionals  to  meet,  gather 
new  information,  and  exchange  ideas.

He  was  a  high  school  dropout  who 
went  on  to  become  an  academician,  in- 
ventor, and  successful  businessman.  He 
credited  Western  New  England  College 
with  helping  him  accomplish  all  three. 
Before  his  death  in  1996,  William  Sleith 
"44/H'80  had  already  made  significant 
contributions  to  build  Sleith  Hall  in 
1973,  home  to  the  School  of  Engineer- 
ing that  further  educates  aspiring  inven- 
tors and  creators.  Today,  continuing  gifts 
from  his  estate,  combined  with  his  pre- 
vious gifts  to  the  College,  surpass 
$2  million,  making  it  the  largest  gift  in 
the  history  of  the  College. 

Through  his  ongoing  bequest,  Sleith 
left  a  portion  of  his  tremendous  estate  to 
the  College  for  the  creation  of  a  perma- 
nent endowment  that  will  support  pro- 
grams and  activities  of  the  institution,  as 
well  as  scholarships  for  minorit^/  stu- 
dents, and  funding  the  completion  of 
Project  Options — an  innovative  pro- 
gram to  introduce  inner  city  students  to 
college  through  special  seminars  at 
Western  New  England  College.  Stu- 
dents who  successfully  complete  the 
program  and  maintain  a  high  CPA  will 
receive  full  paid  scholarships  to  a  college 
ot  their  choice. 

William  Sleith  once  advised  students, 
"Dream  large  dreams,  and  be  aware  that 
those  dreams  can  be  bigger  than  you 
think  and  that  throughout  your  lives 
there  should  be  no  end  to  dreaming." 
Sleith  had  the  vision,  courage,  and  wis- 
dom to  follow  his  dreams  and  the  fore- 
sight to  invest  in  the  dreams  of  others.

Sleith's  experience  at  Western  New- 
England  College  was  the  foundation  to 
making  his  dreams  come  true  and  the 
reason  behind  his  philanthropy  to  the 
College. 

"Western  New  England  College 
attracted  students  with  determination 
and  commitment.  I  enjoyed  my  experi- 
ence and  grew  in  every  dimension," 
Sleith  recalled  his  education  in  a  1982 
interview.  Dropping  out  of  high  school 
to  help  support  his  family,  Sleith  moved 
from  job  to  job  eventually  establishing 
his  own  successful  bakery.  Despite  his 
business  venture,  Sleith  realized  that  an 
education  would  lead  him  to  greater 
success. 

Knowing  that  not  having  a  high 
school  diploma  would  limit  his  chances 
to  enroll  in  a  college,  Sleith  was  skepti- 
cal when  he  met  with  John  Churchill, 
head  of  enrollment  for  Western  New 
England  College. 

"Churchill  was  very  encouraging  and 
daring.  He  took  a  chance  on  me  and  put 
me  in  the  Business  program,"  Sleith 
recalled,  adding,  "the  College  gave  my 
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whole  lite  a  new  meaning,  a  new  direc- 
uou.  I  felt  good  about  myself  and  sud- 
denly job  opportunities  began  to  open 
up.  1  am  grateful  to  Churchill  tor  being 
the  kind,  compassionate  individual  he 
was."  Churchill  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  College  and  his  name  graces  the 
building  that  houses  the  School  of  Busi- 
ness and  computer  center. 

Once  his  degree  was  completed 
Sleith's  dreams  grew  in  a  grander  scale. 
It  was  the  1940s  and  World  War  II  was 
still  hmiting  Americans  to  daily  rations 
in  certain  commodities.  Butter,  in  par- 
ticular, was  difficult  to  find,  so  Sleith 
came  up  with  an  invention  to  ease  his 
wife's  kitchen  woes:  a  beater  to  soften 
cream  and  make  butter  at  home. 

Soon  word  got  out  about  the  Sleiths" 
electric  portable  hand  mixer.  Even 
though  the  appliance  looked  Hke  a  toy, 
neighbors  came  in  droves  to  borrow  it. 
Like  many  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege graduates,  Sleiths  entrepreneurial 
spirit  blossomed  and  he  took  his  wood- 
en model  to  the  local  G.  Fox  depart- 
ment store  and  made  a  deal  to  produce 
1,000  mixers  and  sell  them  for  S9.95 
each.  Half  of  them  were  sold  in  just  r\vo 
days. 

In  1948  Sleith  tbrmed  lona  Manu- 
facturing and  named  it  after  his  wife 
who  had  inspired  his  first  invention. The 
company  produced  can  openers, 
blenders,  and  hair  dryers,  Twenr\  -one 
years  later,  with  650  employees  and 
earning  SI 5  million  a  year  in  sales, 
Sleith  sold  it,  claiming,  "Life  has  more  to 
offer  than  simply  being  successful  in 
business." 

For  Sleith,  life  was  about  giving  back 
to  his  communit)-,  valuing  education, 
and  maintaining  a  strong  w-ork  ethic. 
While  president  of  lona  Manufacturing, 
Sleith  was  instrumental  in  hiring  the 
physically  and  mentally  disabled,  and
